Idaho's Sen, Frank Cliurch has introduced such 
a bin. It prohibits bulldhig a dam on the Salmon 
river until there la a satlafactory solution to the 
problem of getting fish up and downstream around 
dams. For this one distinctive river for Its many 
distinctive reasons, the move has merit. The Salmon 
river drainage Is one ot Uie last belts of prbnltlve 
area \vhere the great solitudes rinse the souL And 
the forest service keeps It that way. 

To get to the Sahnon, however, the fish have to 
come up the Snake river. Just below the mouth of 
the Salman on the Snalie, the Washington public 
power system propose to build the towering Nez 
Perce dam. While the system claims adequate fish 

thu ;l»h apw-lallatj are not In 
entire agreement an this score. There Is real ques- 
tion about the fish passage on such a high dam. 

Judging from the wording of Senator Church's 
bill. It apptm that the senator himself hirdethilte 
suspicion over the worth of present fish facilities. 
The' words . . , "until there Is a satisfactory solution 
, . ." ccrtahily questions the status quo. 

If It is logical for the Salmon, it is logical for 
the Snake river, too; Most of the salmon run up the 
Salmon from the Snake although the Imnaha takes 
a decisively lesser amount. Dams above the Salmon 
are a mlnhnal problem. The Nez Perce stands square 
hi the path of the fish on their last run to the 
river ot theh: beginning, the Salmon. 

The Nez Perce appUcatlon la now before the fed- 
eral power commission. A decision In favor ol the 
Washington public power system at Nea Perce or 
lor the Faolfic Northwest power combhie above the 
Salmon at Mountain Bheep will he forthcoming 
this year. That declalon will bear heavily on Uie fu- 
ture of the Sahnon, Regardless of the decision, there 
Is stUI wisdom In preserving the Salmon , . , maybe 
even beyond "a satisfactory solution" to Uio fish 
problem.— (Idaho Palls -Post Register.
